Tho coloniHta of BriliHli Columbia 
will to-day bo relieved by the dopar- 
tnro of an official who has dono much 
to blight thoir fortanoa and to donti oy 
all thoir energy hud boon oiidoa- 
voring to build up; Wo bonrtily con- 
gratulate them on tho return to Eiig> 
land of Mr Arthur ' IST. Birch. Thia 
gentleman, who was sout out from 
Downing Street with the limited ex- 
perienoe that is to ba gained by a 
few years' eorviao in a pablio office, 
Las filled for the past three years tho 
responsible position of Oolonial Secre- 
tary for British Oolnmbia, and daring 
tho absence of G-ovornor Beymoor be 
adminiBtered . the.66vorDment of that 
Colony. Sinbe the proclamation of 
Union be has retained his position as 
Oolonial Scorolary of the unitod 
Colony, allhoujih wo arc not aware ol 
bia having boun oLli'jially recogriizod 
as Kuch, or of bin lm%'ii)^' biij;uod Lis 
name with thai diiitinclivo title. It is 
certain, however, ihat during the 
whole AdiniiiislraLioii of Ciuvornor 
Seymour lio has boon tho p'.osiding 
public servant, and llial ho iri, in that 
copaoity, rotijioiisiblo for the policy 
that has covered tliat Admiiiistralion 
with diegrcco, Plaocd in a position 
of high trust at u puriod v.iion the 
affairs of thoBo Colonies wcro in bo 
critical a state as to require tho wisest 
treatment, it needed thoughtful judj^- 
ment, careful vigilance, steady indus- 
try, and the oiiicto.-t impiirtiivlitj' to 
direct for good or for evil ilio tide that 
was then on tho turn. Instead of 
those qualitios wo have foaiid in Mr 
Birch impolnons eolf-snlBcicnoy, carc>« 
less indifference, a continual hanker- 
ing after aatUBoments, and expressed 
partialities and antipathies on public 
matters that bad not even the decency 
to asBume disguise. The critical con* 
dition of the country, its rosources 
and requirements, seem to havo been 
sever comprehended by hiui, or ho 
could not, consislcntly with duty, havo 
Buffered, without protest^ the pub' 
lished statements that wero forv/nrded 
to headquarters, in which tho pros-, 
periiy of Briliuh Columbia was in" 
fiisted upon in such astounding terms, 
while its diflieultiefl wero passed over 
in siionce. Under tho auspices of Mr 
Birch tho Govornmoiit has been at 
▼arianoo with tho coianiorcial com^ 
munity on quoations of vital import. 
Among tboHo wo may instanco tho 
discriminating Tariff ct lbG3, Lho Gold 
Export Tax, the extravagant outlay 
for direct oteam communication with 
New Westminster, and the locality of 
the seat of Govoriununt. The huge 
annnal exponditoro fur oflicial sorvico 
was continually kept on tho increase, 
until the direct necessity compelled 
reduction at the commeocemcnt of this 
year ; bcforo its close the utter state 
of insolvency to which the Govorn> 
snent must find itself reduced will 
compel further and sorious reductions. 
Tbeae fiuancial eontiogonoicB might 
have boeu forosoeo and protested 
against in time by Mr Birch. It will 
probably bo urged by him that tho 
ffuanco<i of tho Colony havo boon 
Baorificod to the Victoria merchants, 
by their slocks on liftLd entering tho 
Trasor free of duly ; but an inve,-,ti- 
gation of il'.o tr'iliio returns and ot tho 
quiiuiities of goods fihijipod frota Vic- 
toria, coupled with tho corrcr.pondin 
depreciation ot tho road tolls and of 
the internal rovonuo, will at onco do 
molish this plausible but fallacious 
plea. No doubt Honio bonudl accrues 
to the merchant heroin, but tho item 
is not snlBoient eoriously to impair the 
revenno, and is in no respect equiva- 
lent to tho loss sustained by lho abo- 
lition of the Free Port. It. is not sur- 
prising that ifao handful of people still 
left at Now Westminster shoald havo 
sumptuously entertained Mr Birch 
with the buBtomary ovations prior to 
hid dopartare. I)ilapidatod and do'^ 
sorted as that embryo ton-n isp M'r 
Sirob has boon its untiring advocate, 
as ho has been tho unceasing opponent 
of Victoriia. This oharnotoristic in a 
matter v/heroin ho of all inon Elioiild 
havo boon strictly nouiral, ia a fair 
example of tho want ol jiulginuiit and 
prudence that hai proved i-o niisidiiov- 
ou8 during his cancer in tho country. 
His vigorous energy in working this 
pel antipulliy iu'(;!ii havo bean more 
usefully diveoled to ninilors ol' public 
utility, in di'aling with which bin ai- 
sidaity has huon BpuHinodic uii(,i uncer- 
tain. Tho siguilicuiit hih'ncn of tho 
people of Victoi ia thus far hnhicionlly 
exhibits tho disHalisfaulion which re- 
spect for constituted authority alone 
deters thetn from expressing in a 
marked niannor. Tho Annexation 
fooling, against which wo have written 
our utmost, is undoubtedly tho off- 



must have dispaBsionato and capable 
advisers, and not an adviser — arbi- 
trary, prejudiced and inoxporicncod — 
liko Mr A. N. Birch. Wo trust tho 
oxperionco bo has gained at our ex- 
pense may bo of uso to hioi in bis 
future career — in which wo hope he 
may be as suocossfnl as ho cau de- 
giro; but at tho same time wo maat 
say that ho must sock a sphere con- 
taining "pastures new " for his pocus 
liar talents. Wo oarnestly adviso him 
for his own'aake not to think of return- 
ing to this Colony.
